The (iuit of ('. r. Ki*own uRainst 
W. S. TinHley an.l oth.TS recently 
rtlwl in the Circuit Court here under 
direction of a committee selected by 
the Republican memU-rs of the last 
lA*Rislatur} to test the constitution- 
ality of the lA»Rislative districting: 
act p*s.sed then, was decide*! Wednes- 
by Juilire T. F. Birkhead who up- 
holds the contentioti of the plaintiff 
and declart*s the act in question un- 
constitutional and void. 

Judfce Brkhead hande*! down a 
> nirthy and exhaustive opinion re- 
viewinjf the facts fully and sustained 
the contention of the jilaintiff and 
the committe** in charge of the mat- 
ter in every particular. 

The tone of the courts opinion 
would indicate that be is not at all 
Riven to the idea that A population 
of 7111*1 should entitle a blueRrass 
county to a repn-sentati* a if it re- 
quire r>d,2*13 in the Bennyrile to be en- 
titled to one, even if the Cennyrile is 
Republican. 

The salient issnts of the courU 
opinion are as follows: 

It is a well settle*! principle of law 
that the policy and justness of 
Is-Rislation belonRs not to the jnili- 
cial but to the leRislutive branch of 
our Rovemment, and when«*ver it 
ap|>ears to the court either by the 
expre.ss t*Tms of the Constitution 
or by cl«-ar implication the act in 
*|uestion is forbidden by the orRanic 
law of the State, the court should 
•♦nke jurixiiction of the matter and 
if satisfie*! that the act is invalii! 
•should so hold. 

Th*' facts in this pidition substanti- 
ally show that the act *>f March 211. 
I'KHi, TsslistrictinR the State. puttinR 
Ohio, Butler and b>!mons*in counties 
in one leRislative District Rivea them 
on*‘ representative with a()opulation 
*>f .13.2*V!, coverinR a territory of 
1241 s*|uare miles. An examination 
of other leRi.slative Districts sh*>ws 
that one county with a p*ipulation of 
740*1 and area of 204 iH]uare miles has 
H representative. Others with 8, 9. 
10. and 11,0*X) population each have 
representatives. From this it clear- 
ly appears that in some parts of the 
State of Kentucky one elector has as 
much voice in selectinR a represen- 
tative as six or seven electors in the 
2*lth I..eRislative District comp*)sed of 
Ohio, Butler and Edmonson. The 
averaRc representative District in 
the State under the census of 1900 is 
^ipproximately 21.000. So the three 
counties in the 26th LeRislative Dis- 
trict have a population times aa 
Rreat as the averaRe representative 
District. These flRures seem to 
this eourt to conciusively show that 
in rodistrictinR the State that part 
of section .'ll! of our constitution 
which provides: that Districts shall 
be as nearly equal in population as 
may be without dividinR the county, 
has been violated and the riRhts of 
the electors in Ohio county have 
been materially and prejudicially af- 
fected. 

A similar question has been pars- 
ed on by the Supreme Court of the 
Unite*! States, which holds the act un- 
constitutional in an opinion written 
* by Chief Justice Fuller and I am pur- 
suaded that the act approved March 
23, 1906 dividinR the State of Ken- 
tucky in Legislative Districts is in 
conflict with section 3.3 of our State 
constitution, and is void. 

JudRe Birkhead’sbeinga Democrat 
makes the decision the more impor- 
tant in view of the fact that it was 
by a Democratic majority in the 
I.«Rislatiire that the act was passed.

UNABLE TO AGREE 

Jury Trying French. Smith 
and Abner Discharged. 

Eight Men For Conviction of All 
Tbe Defendants and Four 
For an Acqnital. 

Beattyville, Ky., Aug. 18.— After 
deliberation of eight hours, in which 
they failed to reach a verdict, the 
jury in the case of B. Fulton French, 
John Abner and John Smith charged 
j with complicity in the murder of 
James B. Marcum, was discharged 
last night by Judge John L. Dorsey. 

A. L. Martin, foreman of the b*xly 
stated to the court that i^ was im- 
I possible for the jury to agree op 4 
I verdict, and this was voiced by sev- 
; era! members of the jury. Judge 
I Dorsey had intended keeping the 
I jury together until 10 o’clock this 
morning, but when several of the 
jurors became .so firm in their opin- 
ion that it would be useless, the 
court decided it would be best to dis- 
miss them last night. The jury re- 
tire*! with the case .shortly after 11 
o’clock Friday morning. They re- 
mained in the jury room until after 
12, when Judge Dorsey sent them 
to dinner. They again entered the 
jury room and resumed delibentlim 
at 1 o’clcxdc, when <^ey were sent 
f**r by the court and niade their final 
report. 

During the time the jury was out 
on the case it was necessary for the 
court to instruct Sheriff J. P. Size- 
j more and his deputy, C. B. Lovelace, 
j to assist the two elisors, Henry Bran- 
I deburg and William Ticer, to keep 
I watch over the jury to prevent 
any tam(>ering. So strong were the 
actions of some of t'h e men 
believ<Kl to be engage*! in the work 
that even Jutige Dorsey remained in 
the court yard in the vicinity of the 
jury room to watch the various 
movements made. 

The jury sto*>d eight for convic- 
tion and four for acquital **n every 
ballot. There were seven Powell 
county men for conviction and one 
for acquital, one Lee county man 
for conviction and three for acquit- 
tal this having been the verdict on 
every ballot ia regard to all of the 
defendants. One of the Powell 
county jurors stated that he would 
not have dared to face his family 
and fellow citzens had he voted for 
an acquital in face of the evidence 
introduced by the pr«>secution, and 
he said he expressed the sentiment 
of every juror who voted for con- 
viction. During the time the jury 
was deliberating Smith and Abner 
were in jail, while French was in 
the court r*x)m in charge of jailer 
Lewis Spicer. He was surrounded 
by his wife, daughter and several 
friends, but was never from 
under the watchful eye of the jailer. 

A few mjnutes before the jury re- 
ported Jailer Spicer took French to 
jail, believing the jury would be out 
over night. The defendants were 
required to give a new bond in the 
sum of $10,000 each. 

Some Imoressions of Tillman. 

I heard Senator Tillman, of South 
Carolina, deliver an address to a 
Chautauqua audience at Owensboro 
Friday night, and it occurred to me 
that a notation of my impressions of 
this unique character might be of 
some interest to Republican readers 
who did not hear him. 

Senator Tillman is, as well as 1 
could judge from my p*>sition some 
distance away from him, about five 
feet, eight inches high, weighs about 
170 pounds, hair one to three gray 
and head approaching baldm^ at 
the crown. His face is coarse and 
muscular and his mouth recedes and 
lips are thin. His voice while not harsh 
shows neither training nor attention. 
It may be said in perfect fairness to 
Senator Tillman as a public speaker 
he is neither eloquent or elegant. 
Indeed, one needs to know some- 
thing of his public career to under- 
stand why by constant repetition he 
has escaped acquiring that faculty of

. Ten thousand people gathered in- 
to the Auditorium Friday night to 
see and hear the “pitchfork” States- 
; man. It occurn-d to me while look- 
ing over the vast sea of faces an*l 
listening to his miserable effort that 
no whiTe else had I ever seen the 
value of newspaper advertising so 
amply illustrfated. Tillman’s coarse- 
ness, lioldness, utter disregard for 
all established rules of common 
courtesy in his intercourse with 
public men, together with his rug- 
ged hnbesty and fearlessness had 
l>een heralded to the ends of the earth 
I by the newspapers and this brought 
out the largest crowd that ever as- 
■Hemble*! on the Owensboro Chautau- 
qua grounds. 

’Tillman is not a f*x>l, but he is a 
South Carolinian. A Tillman north 
of the Ohio River would be impossi- 
ble. No northern constitutency 
would stand for such a sample of 
their culture in the “most august 
b*)dy in the world.” Tillman like 
the adder is famous only for his 
sting. Were he a respecter of the 
ordinary rules of courtesy in his in- 
tercourse with public men he would 
be the obscurest member of the Sen- 
ate. Conduct of which any other 
member of the Senate would be 
ashamc*! has made Tillman famous, 
and, sensible of its source, he glories 
in such fame- referring early in his 
address to the fact that he was 
I known as “pitchfork” Tillman. He 
said were the Republicans in con- 
lro44irliouth Carolina social equality 
w*iuld result evidence that the fel- 
low’s reasoning faculty is either 
irnmatured or disea.sed. He boasted 
of striking, on the floor of the Sen- 
ate, Senator McLaurin, who had 
called him a liar, and scolded, in vig- 
orous terms, President Roosevelt for 
recalling, on account of the incident, 
an invitation to him to a State func- 
tion utterly unable to understand 
that the President saw in his c*>n- 
duct the coarseness and brutality- 
common to the brawling crowds that 
gather about grog shops and barrel 
houses. In this incident tbe Senator 
illustrates that his moral sense also 
is either immature or diseased. 
But there is another side to Senator 
Tillman. He is honest and fearless, 
and it is these traits that has givpn 
him his hold upon the people of his 
State. His manner and style, impos- 
sible anywhere else, is perhaps a 
nece.s.sity to his leadership in South 
Carolina. Men who are p*)werfully 
in earnest inspire confidence every- 
where. Gr&it earnestness breiwls 
courage in its p*>ss«»sor and many 
men of small ability poss<^ing these 
have cut a figure in the world’s his- 
tory. Tillman is one of the.se. In 
his rough and ready way Tillman 
is doing his country some service, 
but as a Lyceum lecturer he draws 
not for Lyceum, but for museum 
reasons. 

His Owensboro lecture was upon 
the railroad rate bill, a dry subject 
for a promiscuous assembly.

DEATH PENALTY 

Given Negro at Greenville For 
Assault on White 
Woman. 

Greenville, Ky., Aug. 20.— The 
trial of Harrison Alexander, colored 
charged with criminal assault on 
Mrs. Florence Whitehouse, was com- 
pleted here this aftern*)on at a spec- 
ial term of Circuit Court. The trial 
was begun Saturday and was attend- 
ek by large crowds both days. The 
case reached the jury at 4:30 this 
afternoon who, in twenty minutes, 
returned a verdict of guilty and on 
the first ballot fixed the punishment 
at death. Judge W P. Sandidge 
pronounced sentence and named 
September 21 as the day of execu- 
tion. 

A motion for a new trial was over- 
ruled and it is not likely the case will 
be appealed. This will be the first 
legal execution in the county since 
the war. There has been considera- 
ble suppressed excitement during 
the trial and the feeling against the 
negra has been bitter and determin- 
ed bu t the prompt trial and verdict 
have caused abatement and within 
an hour after the verdict was reach- 
e*l, the hundreds of people gathered 
here from over the county, had re- 
turned quietly to their homes.
